SON, 27, FOLLOWS HER 


Six Others Pay Penalty

An aged mother was one of seven 


prisoners who paid with then- lives 
Friday for crimes against society. 


An eighth sat in a death cell waiting 


to walk the "last mile" later in the 
day. 


In a misty dawn, Mrs. May H. Carey, 


55, first white woman to be hanged in" 
Deleware, walked to the gallows in 
the Sussex county jail yard and died 
praying for forgiveness. 


She was followed to the gallows by 


her son, Howard, 27, who was con- 
victed with her of murdering Mrs. 
Carey's brother, Robert Kitchens, sev- 
en years ago for $2,000 in life insur- 
ance. 


Gang Leader Dies 


Murton Millen, 25, leader of a gang 


which terrorized eastern Massachu- 
setts, was executed at the Massachu- 
setts prison Friday for the murder of 
a policeman in a bank holdup. 


Millen was followed by his brother, 


Irving, 21, atid Abraham Faber. Both 
were convicted with the elder Millen. 


Albert Carr, Houston, Texas, negro, 


was executed at Huntsville, Texas, for 
a criminal attack on a white -woman. " 


Thurmond Harris, negro, was elec- 


trocuted at Columbia for a criminal 
assault on a white woman.

Prison officials said both 
mother 


and son have shown deep remorse, 
but under the guidance of spiritual 
advisors are holding up well. 


The mother and son were convict- 


ed of slaying Robert 'H. Kitchens, of 
Franklin, Del., for a $2000 life in- 
surance policy. Kitchens was Mrs. 
Carty's brother. 


Another son, involved in the killing, 


James. 23, was in solitary confinement 
in the Newcastle jail serving a life 
sentence.

Leasing in this area has been going 


,cn for nearly a month,and the block, 
with 'the exception o'f-a comparatively 
small acreage was ready for drilling 
operations to begin when failure on 
the part of several 
landowners 
to 


lease forced its abandonment. 


Mr. Johnson, a representative of 


the oil company, states that an effort 
wil be made to get a block together in 
the section north of Columbus, as a 
number ot the larger landowners of 
that part of the county have offered 
leases on their holdings both in Hemp- 
stead and in Howard counties, and 
almost sufficient acreage has already 
been promised to make a block a cer- 
tainty. 


The interests which were to have 


financed a test well in the Washing- 
ton area state that unless this second 
block is successful that they will make 
no other attempts to get acreage to- 
gether in the north Hempstead section 
as several blocks which are already 
together have been offered them for 
drilling elsewhere in the county.

The International Uniform Sunday- 


School Lesson for June 9.

The fact of the Holy Spirit, and 


that it helps us and works through 
u.s, Is to bo distinguished from the 
doctrine of the Holy Spirit. 


One recognizes the fact of the sun. 


One experiences the warmth of its 
rays, and th joy and blessedness of 
its light, and all that it has meant to 
tho work of the world, especially in 
limc.= before mechanical Invention had 
enabled the world upon so large a 
rcnlo to turn night into day. 


But this fact of the sun, and of the 


sun's influence and blessing, is very 
different from a knowledge of the 
laws of light 
and 
heat. Here one 


enters into a realm of theory and doc- 
trine as well as of fact. 
It may be 


said, indeed, that what the sun is to 
us in experience does not depend even 
upon our knowledge of many fuels 
concerning it. 


Much of this is true concerning the 


Holy Spirit. Jesus emphasized this 
mystic working of God's spirit on the 
souls of men when, in His discourse 
to Nicodemus describing the cominij 
jof the new life. He said, "Tho wind 


i bloweth where it lislelh, nnd thou 
licarest the sound thereof, but canst 
not til whence it comcth, and whether 
it goeth; so is every on that.is born of 
the Spirit." 


In the story of Pentecost, when the 


disciples Were gathered together in 
consecration and expectation, we arc 
told- that "there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty wind." 
The mysteries of that day are? not all 
revealed or made plain to us,]but the 
reality of what happened there and Its 
cft'ect 
have been manifest in the 


world 
through 
the history 
of the 


Christian church. 


It would be well in our considera- 


tion, and in our teaching, of this les- 
son that we should dwell largely upon 
the fact and the power and glory of 
the experience of the Holy Spirit in 
the soul, leaving to theologians the 
doctrine and the theories, even as wo 
may enjoy the sun, leaving to the 
physicist the science of light. 


The passages in our lesson 
from 


John and from Romans are appro- 
priately chosen with this in 
mind. 


They link this experience of the Holy 
Spirit in the soul with the message of 
Jesus to His disciples concerning the.- 
Comforter. They emphasize the work 
of the Holy Spirit, the Comforter, as 
that of convicting the world of sin, 
of righteousness, and of judgment. 


; 
The work of the Holy Spirit might 


be tested by these things, or we might 
test whether a man has really ex- 
perienced the presence of the Holy 
Spirit by examining his life in these 
respects. 


Has Hie Holy Spirit given to man 


a hatred of sin? Has it created in him 
the holy attitude of turning from sin 
to righteousness? 
And has it given 


him an enlightened judgment? 


If a man have not these things, it 


might be said thai a human spirit of 
ignorance and perverscncss is more 
evident in hislifc than Ihc presence of 
Ihe Holy Spirit Again, there is the 
witness of the Spirit that brings to 
man the consiciousncss that he is a 
child of God—a peace of soul that is 
the deepest and truest experience of 
the Christian life. 


Out of this experience of the Spirit 


there comes a new consciousness of 
strength not in oneself, but through 
new resources of power. It was this 
that Paul meant when 
he spoke of 


his weakness, and of his prayer to be 
relieved of it, and in the answer to 


I his prayer 
in 
Ihc 
assurance 
"my 


i strength is made pcrfccl in weakness.'
